Peace Moves 


‘The peace moves Initiated during the Christ 
‘mas period by the Pope and by certain mem- 
bers of the United States Senate have the com- 
‘mon merit of advocating a settlement which is 
‘almost identical with that the Allles enunciated 
at the outbreak of the war. His Holiness was 
‘ot specific, laying down certain general prinei- 
ples with which all witl be agreed save the Nazi 
‘and Fascist leaders. He first asked for victory 
over hatred. Who is the apostie of hatred in the 
world today? Hitler and his Nazis. Even in his 
Christmas address to troops, the Fuchrer could 
not Keep the note of hatred silent. ‘The Pope's 
‘second point—vielory over the Jack of trust in 
international co-operation—ayain points the 
finger at the Axis Powers who have. consistent 
ly {reated all obligations ag scraps of paper the 
‘moment they become inconvenient to thelr, plans 
of expansion and conquest, His third ‘point, 
vietory over the grim principle that might is 
right, again is directed to the Powers who have 
‘openly preached thelr bellef in force as the 
final arbiter in all international disputes. And 
his last point, victory over egotism, might have 
‘been specially decided upon to mect the cases 
of Hitler and Mussolini, two. of the geen 
‘egotists in the world today. In voicing the hopes 
fof the Catholic Church His Holiness has ex 
pressed succinetly the hopes and aims of those 
Delligerents who are fighting to overthrow 
tyranny and the rule of treachery. From the 
other side of the Atlantic comes another move 
for peace. Senator Millard Tydings sot It afoot, 
‘and other influentiat_ members of the upper 
chamber of the American” legislature have 
backed him up. Senator Tydings has asked the 
Administration (9 ascertain the minimum, re 
quirements of the belligerents for a. “Just 
peace." He has stated that a peace which does 
not restore the political sovereignty of Norway, 
Denmark, Holland, Belgium and France, and 
establish "the future of Poland and. ‘Czecho= 
slovakia “certainly is impossible.” With these 
‘ims also the Allies ean be in full accord, 
though perhaps a better definition. of what 
Senator Tydingy had in ig mind when he ro 
ferred to Poland ard Czechoslovakia would be 
desirable. The Allies are fighting for a Just 
peace, a peace which will free the world from 
the shackles which the dictators are attempting 
fo fasten upon it. They are not, as the Nazis 
have repeatedly averred, fighting 10 continue 
period of injustice to Germany. ‘To this tent 
tive move towards peace the Allies can give 
their full encouragement, provided always there 
is no compromise sought with the sims Senator 
‘Tydings has set forth.

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"MUSSOLINI CONDEMNED 
Dee. 25. 


No indietment of a national leader could 
possibly be more damning than that levelled 
against Mussolini by Mr. Winston Churchill 
in his broadeast to Italy on Monday. It is to 
be hoped that large numbers of Talians heard 
it, though the resteietions plied upon listen- 
ing in to British broadcasts, while not so 
stringent as those of Germany, may have 
been suMeient {0 deter many. ‘The Prime 
Minister denounced Mussolini ax the man 
who -ayainst_ the wishes of the Pope, the 
King, the Army and the people plunged 
his country into a war to further Hitler's 
‘aims, in the hopes of securing some 
seraps which the viclorious Germany might 
have accorded him. It is known that the war 
was unpopular with the masses of the Italians 
from the outsel, It is known that the 
adventure against the Greeks was undertaken 
against the sound advice of Italian military 
experts, and the pinchbeek Caesar who over 
vole their opinions has seen his forces, 
nuimerieally superior to the Greeks, beaten 
fag he never expected them to be. Involved 
in the Balkans as he now is, he is unable 
to send the assistance to Graziani for which 
thal commander has been pleading for weeks 
past, ‘The vesul( is that the much vaunted 
coming invasion of Egypt, the obliteration 
of the British forces there, and the seizure 
of the Suez Canal appear to be fading away 
Wiko the dream of an ambitious but incom= 
petent man, 


Had Mussolini kept out of the wer, and 
devoted his attention to building up his 
country alony the lines which have proved 
‘sucessful he might have gone down in his 
fory as a great man who gave his people 
peace while improving their lot. Tt may be 
said for him that originally he ried to keep 
‘out of the war, Hitler agreed that at any 
yate for the time being he should do so, and 
there ix nothing in evidence to show that he 
asked Mussolini to intervene when he had 
established German superiority over France 
Jast_summer. ‘The fact is that Mussolini 
mazed by the sttddenness of the German 
vielory, fancied the war was all over ‘save 
the shouting, and hurried to get in in time to 
bbe able to 18 im to the spoils. He 
thought he was backing a certainty, and in 
his vanity supposed that, hud the war ended 
when he thought it would, he would have 
achieved much glory for himself and more 
fervitory for his country, He completely 
failed to understand the British, to reali 
their great determination that come what 
may they would continue to exist, and that 
‘the great Empire whieh they have constructed 
should not be torn from them without a 
struggle unparalleled in the history of man= 
Kind, A more eximinally stupid piece of 
statesmanship than Mussolini's entry into the 
war eannot now be conceived. ‘That is em= 
phasized not because of the stcesses which 
the Allies have been securing, but because 
nothing can be more foolish than to drag a 
country into war, especially when public 
sentiment is defnitely against it, aud against 
the people to whose aid he fancied he wi 
going. 

Does Mr. Churehill’s broadeast presage in= 
creased onslaughts against Taly? It is be- 
lieved and hoped that it docs. Whatever 
sympathy exists for a people, whose gracious 
way of living has endeared ahem to. many 
suddenly thrust into war to satisfy the i 
ordinate ambitions of an overweening 
eit, it will not permit of the Allies relaxing, 
thelr efforts to smash the nation which is 
s0 obviously the weaker partner of the Axis. 
‘The destruction, loss of life and the misery 
which has already been caused, and which 
may be expected to follow, are to be directly 
attributed to the folly of a’ man who believed 
ho was great, and who indeed might have 
been had he followed other courses. But his 
stature has dwindled considerably, even in 
evil as compared with Hitler, and should the 
Allies emerge victorious, as there is every 
reason to believe they will, he will have 
brought the greatest disaster’ upon his coun 
ry that it, has experienced in the whole of 
Mls history. ‘There is, therefore, much reason 
in the round: condemnation of Mussolini, in 
which Mr. Churchill has indulged. Tt may’ 
not have any immediate effeet, but it is just 
ag well that every possible endeavour should 






























































be made fo bring home to the Italians as| 
they endure all that they will be called upon 
to endure that the responsibility for their 
Parlous condition rests on the shoulders of 
‘one man—Mussolini, 


CHRISTMAS MESSAGES ' 


Dee. 27. 
By piccing together the extracts of the! 
King’s broadeast Christmas speech to the. 
Empire carried by different egencies it is 
possible fo obtain a fair idea of the tenor 
of the whole address.“ Most notable is a 
passage which occurred towards the end of 
‘the message:— 
‘We may look forward to the new year 
with confidence. We have surmounted a grave 
crisis. We do not underrate the dangers and 
difficulties which confront us still, but take 
‘courage and comfort from the succestes our 
fighting men and allies won at keavy odds on 
Jand, ‘sea and” ar. 
“Tye future will be hard, but our feet are 
planted on the path to vietory and with the 
help of God we shall make our way (0 justice 
and peace. 
‘There is no complacency there, but a quiet 
courage and sound confidence on the part 
of the King in the willingness and determina 
tion of his subjects, who can never be 
prouder of their nationality than they are 
today, to continue to the only end in which 
they have any interest,—vietory for the Em- 
pire and its Allies. That is a vielory which 
will bring {0 those nations, unfortunate 
enough to have fallen beneath the Nazi heel, 
their territorial integrity, their independence, 
‘and the right to work aui thelr own destinies, 

His Majesty reminded his hearers through 
out the world that all of them in Britain 
are now in the front line. He praised the 
courage and fortitude of his people, and the 
“splendid fellowship" they displayed in 
adversity. The past six months have brought 
It home to the Britons in Britain that they 
sland shoulder {o shoulder with the actual 
fighting forces. To adapt a quotation to the 
circumstances 

“And gentlemen in England now abed 

No longer hold themselves accursed that 

they are there + 

Nor hold thelr manhoods cheap.” 

Rather do those, whose lot has placed 
them elsewhere, envy their fellow subjects 
{that they cznot stand with them in. the 
| same peril. 1 was more than a pity that 
conditions did not lend themselves to better 
reception than was possible on Christmas 
night. But suMeient was heard of the King's 
manly voice and the sentiments he uttered 
to make it manifest that this was no mere 
‘oMieial utterance designed to serve the pu 

pose of the present time, but one stating 
what he and his ministers know to be the 
truth: “Our fect are planted on the path

GERMANS IN RUMANIA 
Dec. 27. 


While there is undoubtedly much in Mr. 
Winston Churehill’s warning that a German 
invasion of Great Britain is still likely to be! 











keeping his forces inactive far too long, and 
the probability is that the stories" of dis- 
content amongst German troops, because of 
inactivity on the one hand, and failure to 
bring “the war to the quick’ victorious issue 
which was promised them, on the other, may 
induce him to make moves elsewhere’ than 
across the Channel. In this connection an 
Associafed Press dispatch received in New 
York from Budapest, reporting the entiy of 
large numbers of reinforcements for  the| 
German troops into Rumania is not without 
considerable interest. It was clear that, 
when German troops first moved into that! 
country, either for the protection of the oil- 
fields, o the training of the Rumanian army, 
some new mischief was contemplated. Ac- 
cording to the report, mililary experts esti- 
mated that within the month 400,000 German} 
troops will have been sent into Rumania, 
together with full equipment. ‘This has: 
naturally created a great deal of excitement) 
in the Balkans ond no sinall degree of| 
speculation as to what it all means. 

According to various schools of thought 
Hitler is, firstly, planning a move against] 
Greece and Turkey; secondly, preparing for 
an inevitable showdown with Russia; thirdly, 
‘trying to assure civil order in Rumania, and, 
fourthly, is staging a general game of bluff 
‘against Russia. The frst, second and fourth 
‘seem {0 contain amongst them the real answer 
fo this latest move. If Hitler's oil resources 
are dwindling as they are believed to he By 
‘some experts, the necessity for going further 
alicld for more supplies suggests that Greece 
and Turkey are likely to be the recipients of 
Germany's next at(entions, for Turkey stands 
athwart the road to the much-desired sup- 
plies. There is still reason for doubting that 
Germany is preparing for a showdown with 
Russia. The time for that does not appear’ 
{0 be ripe and there is still a g 
uncertainty as to whether Russia could not 
fon the plains of the Ukraine give a better 
account of herself than she did against Fin- 
land. “In any event the forces which Hitler] 
would require to use would be so large that! 
he might well hesitate about depleting his 
strength in other areas for any such pur- 
pose, That same argument applies to the] 
suggestion that Hitler may be embarking 
upon an attempt to outbluft Russia, for noth= 
ing could be more dangerous than any such 
atlempt which was not backed up by foree| 
in the event of failure. 

The whole fact of the matter is that the 
big German diplomatic offensive of two 
months ago in the Balkans has failed. The 
attempt to persuade Bulgaria to abandon 
neutrality and throw her lot in which the 
Axis failed. ‘The attempt to drive a wedge 
between Greece and Turkey in an endeavour 
to break their alliance met with no better 
fate. Yugoslavia was induced to enter into 
an economic agreement with Germany as the 
result of which she becomes an agricultural 
country, though the Serbs are anxious fo 
‘ght if’attacked, and the general impression 
to be formed is that Hitler will now attempt to 
do by force what his diplomats failed to do 
by persuasion. Bulgaria which six months 
‘ago was definitely pro-German has consider 
ably changed its outlook 

Naturally a great deal will depend in the| 
ext few months upon the altitude of Turkey. 
That nation is remaining loyal to her alliance 
with Greece and her understanding with 
Great Britain. She most certainly has no 
desire to see her territory overrun by the 
German hordes, and her statesmen have an-, 
nounced that there are available two million 
bayonets to resist any such attempt. But the 
measure of Axis desperation must be the 
readiness with which they embark on new 
ventures, chasing the will-o-the-wisp of 
victory further and further afield. The more 
they do this the better the opportunity for 
Great Britain to indulge in that counter 
stroke which her leaders have declared to be 
in preparation. It was the case with Napole- 
fon, of whom Hitler up to the present has 
heen a mere copyist, that the more territory 
he sought to cover the greater his diMculties. 
Egypt and Russia saw his defeat. They may 
still sce the annihilation of all Hitler's hopes. 









































REALISM IN JAPAN

For sheer realism of outlook the astonish 
ing article by Colonel Hayao Mabuchi, chief 
of the Japanese Army Press Section, in the 
“Nichi “Nichi,” a resumé of which ‘appears 
n another column, would indeed be 
to beat.

IS If A FEINT? 


From one isolated report 2 regular spate 
of despatches are flowing out oi the Balkans 
regarding the movements of German troops, 
and while in some of the European capitals 
itis stated that the reports need confirmation, 
they are so probable that they cannot at this 
juncture be disroarded. Everything seems 
to fit together so well. Tt will be remember 
ed that a fow days ago it was reported that 
Maly had discontinued approximately 100 
passonger trains daily, including a dozen 
Which formerly went through the Brenner 
Pass. Today in another column there is a 
report that three divisions of German troops 
entered Italy through the Pass on Sunday 
and Monday. Simultaneously with that in- 
formation comes further details of the move- 
‘ment of German troops into Rumania. Con- 

ing these developments with what 
occurred diplomatically last October there is 
reason to believe that Hitler is now pre- 
paring for his drive towards the cast. 
According to neutral correspondents in that 
month, when Ribbentrop asked Moscow to 
receive a German trade mission to overhaul 
Russo-German trade relations, the question 
was asked as to whether Russia would be 
prepared to turn the blind eye towards 
developments in southeastern Europe in ree 
turn for spheres of influence. 

‘The proposals, it is reported wore five in 
number:—(1) Russia would receive a base 
in the Dardanelles; (2) Turkey in Asia 
would be a Russian sphere of influence; (3) 
ran and Afghanistan would also be reserved 
as a Russian preserve: (4) Russia could 
carve a bit more off Finland without Ger- 
many protesting and (3) Germany would 
undertake mediation between Russia and 
Japan.

It is just as easy for the German 
forces ‘tc strike into the Ukraine through 
Bessarabia as it is for them to move south- 
ward. That fact is perfectly ‘well realized 
by the Russians who are reported to have 
between twenty and thirty divisions in 
Bessarabix, obviously sent there as a pre~ 
eaution against all emergencies. ‘The times| 
afford a favourable opportunity for Hitler 
to endeavour {0 attain his dream concern- 
ing the Ukraine. With little more snow to’ 
be expected for the next few months, and 
the ground frozen hard, no better an oppor- 
tunity could possibly be offered for the use 
of mechanized armies against the Russians. 
‘At the same time it is necessary to strike 
southward now instead of waiting until the 
heat of summer brings with it all the ine 
conveniences and difficulties to be expected 
in southeast Europe. 

‘The conclusion to be drawn is that Hitler 
is preparing to make his long expected 
stroke in that area, but the possibility of all 
this being merely a feint to distract British 
attention from whatever preparations he is 
till making for an invasion of Britain aust 
not be overlooked.

‘That, Hitler has taken that advice to heart 
the history of the war up to the present 
clearly indicates He may be preparing for 
his drive in search of more oil, ot he may 
not, while if after all it is merely a feint 
it will not succeed so far as Great Britain 
is concerned, though it cannot be gainsaid 
that asa move towards bringing some 
pressure to bear upon Russia there is more 
than a little to be said for it.

What is so pathetic about it all is that Mr.

to understand. On the face of it, therefore, 
the alleged neutrality of Eire is a miserable 
fiction, for though she has not been subjected 
to bombing from the air or such other action 
as the enemy could take, the fact remains 
that Eire is not being treated as a neutral 
but as a part of the British enemy. 

‘There is ‘another aspect of the matter 
which is not without interest. ‘This is the 
second instance within a few weeks in which 
the enemy press, obviously at the dictation 
of their governments, have presumed to 
threaten war should the United States take a 
certain line of action. One of the ideas of 
which the enemy cannot divest themselves 
is that those threats of war are at all likely 
to divert Washington from any policy which 
it might decide to adopt. The people of the 
United States may be sentimentalists, but on 
the other hand they are also realists, and 
they view the issues, which the aggressive 
Powers have raised, in such a light that the 
utterance of threats by the enemy press is 
not likely to have more than an irritating 
‘effect in the western hemisphere. In this 
connection it needs to be cmphasized that 
there is no official confirmation of the reports 
that the United States Government intended 
to send U.S. ships to Eire, and the pos- 
sibility that they were merely enemy pro- 
paganda designed to give their press a chance 
to “make faces" at the United States cannot 
altogether be disregarded. 

‘There is also the likelihood that it was all 
planned for the purpose of Keeping Eire 
tocing the line which Mr. de Valera has so 
facilely done up to the present.

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AMERICA WARNED 


Dee. 31. 

Shortly after the “Washington Post” urged. 
President Roosevelt to give the United States 
a strong lead for increased aid to Britain, 
the Chief Executive broadcast to the nation 

speech which history ‘may show to be an 
;poch-making. one. If was a plain straight 
forward statement of the issues involved in. 
the present war and the danger to the western. 
hemisphere should the unholy tri-partite 
alliance succeed in achieving the ambitions 
which inspired it. Furthermore it was a 
direct reply to the talkers of peace -in 
‘Washington:—"It can be asserted prorerly, 
and categorically that the United States has 
20 right or reason to encotirage the talk for 
peace until the day shall come when there 
is a clear intention on the part of the aggres~ 
sor nations to abandon all thought of 
dominating, or conquering the world.” Pres 
ident Roosevelt has told Senator Whecler 
‘and those who think like him that the time 
for peace has not yet come, and cannot until 
the success of democracy is assured. 

‘The determination of President Roosevelt 
that the United States shall never be called 
upon to fight a last ditch war against the 
enemies of democracy indicates his complete 
appreciation of the issues involved in this 
struggle and the manner in which the 
interests of his great nation can best be 











served. That is obviously by supplying 
Great Britain and her Allies with all 
the material assistance they desire, With 


the enormous resources of Great Britain 
backed by those of the United States, 
with the determination of the British 
and their Allies to continue this fight until 
the forces of evil have been beaten to the 
| ground, there cannot be the slightest doubt 
as tothe outcome of this war, Great 
Britain will not surrender into ‘slavery, 
and cannot be foreed into it so long as she 
has the means of continuing resistance, and 
that being the case the best insurance for 
the pence of the United States Is provided 
along the lines the President has indicated, 

Mr. Roosevelt's warning to his. felliw 
eltizens needs to be engraved upon the minds 
of all who treasure the principles for which 
Great Britain and the Allies are fighting in 
Europe. They are the final rampart against 
the spread of loathsome ideologies which 
‘animate the aggressor Powers, and should 
they be swept away,—as it is firmly believed 
they will not-—the people of the United 
States would have to face just as flerce a 
struggle as that which is toward in Europe. 
‘That the President emphasized with no 
mincing of words:—"I make the divect state~ 
mont to the American peoples that there is 
far less chance of the United States getting 
into the war, if we do all that we can now 
to support the nations who are defending 
themselves against Axis attack, than if we 
acquiesce in their defeat, submit tamely to 
an Axis victory and await our tum to be 
the object of attack in another war later. 

‘That sums up the whole American position 
in this war, The actions of Germany, Ttaly 
‘and Japan have made it quite clear what 
the rest of the world has to face—the aboli- 
tion of notional independence and the en- 
slavement of the whole world, first perhaps 
to the parties to the tri-partite alliance and 
finally 0 the Germans alone. But this 
broadcast of the President's is something 
more than a mere exposé of possibilities. It 
is a direct and uncompromising answer to 
all the sabre rattling in which the Axis has 
been indulging with regard to the United 
States. It is an asseveration that the United 
States are not to be browbeaten and that in 
the defence of domocracy they will go to 
whatever lengths are necessary to secure 
victory.

‘There is no question now whether the 
United States will or will not aid the Allies 
1 the victorious prosecution of the war. ‘The 
only element of debate is how and when. 
In the mistaken idea that it Is possible for 
‘any one country or even continent to isolate 
itself from the rest of the world by a series 
of enactments which are binding upon its 
own nationals and can be disregarded by 
| anybody else, the United States have shackled 
themselves by various acts which, as Pre~ 
{sident Roosevelt emphasized, can only result 
|in their fighting for existence, should Britain 
{be beaten, Nazi and Fascist propaganda. is 
busy creating a smoke sereen to conceal the 
fact that the United States realizes full well 
the implications of the struggle which is 
going on in Europe and bids fair to extend 
to the Pacific. The old argument of non- 
payment of war debts is being fished out 
of the obscure cupboards in which it had 
ong been laid to rot. Great Britain's warn- 
‘ings to America that economic assistance is 
urgently needed If the Nazi menace is to be 
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done away with before Europe has been so 
greatly crippled that it is to be a drag on 
the world’s future "progress, have been 
twisted to mean that the Empire is whining 
for assistance, in order that It should not 
be snuffed out by Hitler's fingers. Nothing 
could be further from: the truth. 

The British Empire possesses enormous! 
resources which have so far barely been 
touched. ‘To meet cash requirements from 
the United States in payment for goods 
delivered, there: ure still ample amounts of 
securities and bullion, The discussions now | 
taking place in Washington and New York 
are less concerned with whether the United 
States will give every economic assistance 
in their power, than with how and when this 
assistance shall be given. ‘The emphasis laid 
on the discussions by both sides is not whe- 
ther assistance should be given, but on the 
methods by which it should be given. The 
reason for certain apparent discrepancies 
between the pictures of the strength of the 
Alllies presented in the countries under the 
domination of the Nazis and that presented 
in the United States is thus obvious. For 
similar veasons a general in command in 
the front Tine will emphasize to his com- 
mander-in-chief his weak points rather than 
his strong ones, when he wishes for rein- 
Foreements, AL the same time he would not 
ream of Tetting the enemy know where an 
attack might be successfully made; to the 
enemy he emphasizes his Sfrong points, So 
the Allies point out to the United States 
‘where they can be most swiftly and satis- 
faclorily assisted, while to the enemy they 
present a defence which defies penetration. 
‘The pictures presented in the two continents. 
00 Europe and America may to the untutored 
eye scom different; in. fact they are, however, 
merely different aspects of the same picture. 

‘When Nazi propaganda depicts the Empire 
‘on bended Knees before other nations, plead- 
ing for aid like a condemned man,’ it does 
more service than disservice to the Empire's 
cause, It emphasizes probably better. than 
the pride of the Empire would allow it to do 
for itself, the peril in which the democracies 
not yet ‘actively involved inthe war find 
theniselves, and the urgency for them to do 
something to save themselves, rather than 
rely upon the unsupported efforts of the 
lulveady badly mauled Allies -in Europe. It 
points the question: what is yoing to happen 
to us if Britain falls? And it suggests. the 
answer: we shall have to face the same 
kind of thing. ‘The boldness of this Nazi 
propayonda ig likely to defeat itself, as it 
has done in the past. It brings to the for 
front of the American national consciousness 
the vital faet that, if the Allies ure defeated, 
the United States will soon be forced to 
make the same saerifices which are being 
made daily by the people of Britain; to have 
their homes hombed and their ‘children 
buried under heaps of bricks and mortar, 
TL suggests the question to the people of 
the United States: would it not be better to 
make some sicriflces now, before we are 
attacked, than to wait to make bloodier 
sacrifices when We are attacked? 

‘The successful resistance against the most, 
dlotermined assaults which Hitler has so. far 
managed to make has eaused a revulsion of 
feeling all over the world, Where previous 
ly it was believed that the Germans were 
bound to win, it is mow conceded that they 
may well be defeated. ‘The Nazi war machine 
has been proved to be vulnerable, while the 
Fascist war machine seems to have been 
bbuill for some other purpose altogether than 
war, When seriously challenged, as it has 
been in Greece, Albania, and Libya, * has

German success should not be the end of 
the war and ready to make every sacrifice} 








necessary to ensure that the good cause 
should triumph, 





‘Then through the long months 2 change 
came over the situation. British strength 
increased daily, the amount of aid coming 
from the United States commenced to make 
@ favourable impression on the balance of 
power. The whole of Britain was mobilized 
into one huge war effort and daily men, 
women, and even chikiren have been paying 
the high price for the grand privilege of being 
British. Although the German bombing of 
Britain has been severe and indiseriminate, the 
RAF. with due observance of those canons 
of war whieh the enemy so callously ignores, 
have struck mighty blows back on German 
military objectives and have _ seriously 
damaged the enemy's war production poten- 
ial, The struggle has been carried to Italy 
whose Ieader apparently fancied all he was 
doing when he attacked France was entering 
into an eleventh-hour walkover. He has been | 
sadly disappointed. He faces a long struggle 
for which his country is as cconomically 
ill-prepared as.her armies are apparently to 
‘fight. 

The glorious stand by the Greeks in re- | 
sisting and beating off the Italian invasion, 
the striking successes which the British 
forces have gained in northern Africa all go 
to show that the enemy forees are by no 
means as invincible as their leaders would 
have the two nations believe, and even now 
German troops are proceeding to Albania to 
stiffen the ations and may also soon be 
expected in Libya. At sea the blockade con- 
Uinues to maintain its stranglehold upon enemy 
economics, and while the German blockade 
of the British Isles is presenting a more 
serious problem than during the last war 
there ix nothing in the way of evidence to 
show that it will have any decisive effect 
‘on the outcome of the strugule or that Great 
Britain will not ultimately succeed in bring- 
ing it under control. It is because of such 
considerations as these that His Majesty the 
King was able to (ell his subjects throughout 
the Empire and the world at large that Bri- 
tain and her Allies had set their feet upon 
the path of victory, A calm unbiased study 
of all the facts suggests that that is indeed 
the case, and that whatever small degree of 
uncertainty may have existed following the 
débicle in France has now been dissipated. 

‘Thus democracy enters upon the New 
‘Year full of confidence, of faith in their cause 
and a justifiable hope for ultimate victory. 
Fortunately, perhaps, it is impossible to for- 
east the future but the Allies have shown 
that they are prepared to withstand the 
heaviest blows with a courage and moral 
which has amazed the world. There are signs 
that such js not the ease in the enemy 
country where indications of weakening are 
already reported. On a general balance 
things may be said to be much more favour- 
able now than they were six months ago. 
This will undoubtedly hearten the Allies to 
continue their fight through this year and the 
next and even the one after that if necessary. 
‘There will be no misgivings if this proves 
fo be the case. They will have nothing of 
defeat realizing the horror which would be 
inflicted on the world if the forces of evil 
were permitted {o triumph, and they will 
march on (o vietory armed ‘with the know- 
edie ‘that their cause is. just.

inevitable that the Axis. Powers 
should have been annoyed by President 
Roosevelt's forthright assessment of the 
world situation, and his declaration in favour 
of continuing to aid Britain and her Allies 
fo the ulmost.

Hitler could never be trusted to 
adhere 1o the provision calling for the pro- 
fection of all racial and religious minorities. 
‘With regard to the remaining three points — | 
internationalization of the Suez Canal, no 
indemnities or reparations, and the limitation 
of armaments little need be said. The 
‘wresting of Abyssinia from the Ttalians will 
automatically solve the problem of the Canal, 
which only really arose when Mussolini esta- 
lished his gimerack empire. 

Roughly speaking what Senator Wheeler 
proposes is that Hier shall relinguish =his 
spoils in Europe for the return of his colonies. 
‘That must remain wholly unacceptable to 
Britain so long as Hitler or any other man 
of his kidney governs Germany. It would 
be the height of foolishness to return them, 
giving the Germans an opportunity to reesta- 
Dlish ‘bases for future action against the 
world, It is plain that what Senator Wheeler 
proposes is a compromise peace, an attempt 
to reconcile the interests of good and evi, 
1 shoddy patchwork which would solve 
nothing and only lead to further trouble. 
‘There can be no doubl about it, It is re- 
cognized by the British and thelr Allies, as 
it is recognized by President Roosevelt and 
the ‘of the people he leads, that the 
‘only permanent solution guarantecing the 
peace of the world is a thorough lesson to the 
aggressor states that their schemes for the 
‘subjugation of the world by force will not 
bbe tolerated. ‘There can be only one issue 
{o this war and that is the destruction of the 
forces of evil. To endeavour to seck a com: 
promise leaving Hiller and Mussolini in 
power. would indeed be supping with the 
devil. " The British and those fighting beside 
them owe it fo themselves, to the world at 
forge and the generations io come that this 
holy war shall be prosecuted to the com- 
plete and utter defeat of those wretched 
¢riminals who brought it about. There ean be 
no compromise, no appeasement now, even 
if Hitler would accept Senator Wheeler's 
terms. Ho is fortunately, unlikely to do so. He 
would in fact admit defeat if he did, for 
nothing short of the complete subjugation of 
Europe could now amount to anything else, 
‘The peace of the world will not be achieved 
by territorial adjustments such as is suggest~ 
ed. The issues are far greater, for mankind 
hhas to decide, and in deciding make great 
sacrifices, whether all that is good shall be 
preserved to the world, or whether it shall 
be allowed to sink into iniquity blacker than 
any that has prevailed since history began.

Kwangtung Cities

At a Japanese Army Air

Following up fierce bombing. raids 
fon the previous day, Japanese army 
‘iteraft today repeatedly "bombed 
Lungmoon, Yuntam and Fatkong. in 
south-western Kwangtung.

Honda told newsmen that de- 
spite’ the alienation of relations be- 
tween the two governments and

‘Yokichi ‘Hayashi, “President of th 
Japanese Ratepayers’ Association, in 
‘a. lengthy statement in which’ 
signifleantly remarked that the Japan 
‘ese no longer could remain uncon- 
cerned with the administration of the 
Settlement, 

Eighty-thousand Japanese are living 
in and around the International Set-

the oceasion ‘of the inauguration of 
the Japanese Ratepayers’ Association 
‘The administration of the Settlement 
he stressed, greally affeets the lives 
ff these 60,000. 

Japanese, Mr. Hayashi went on, are 
notin’ the Teast satisfied with’ the 
“unfair state" of the Settlement ad- 
ministration, alleging that the British,

Quick work and alert eyes _ of 
CDC's 205 and 132 were responsible 
for the Founding-up of an armed gang 
yesterday, following the detention o 
‘one young Chinese, dressed in flashy 
foreign clothes, for loitering and be~ 
having in suspicious manner outside 
several bank buildings in the Central 
istrict, The man was brought to the 
Central station at 11 am. for ques~ 
tioning.

‘Alter remaining there for a few 
minutes, the two suspects proceeded 
to the Kineheng Bank at 200 Kiangse 
Road and stayed there for almost hait 
‘en. hour, serutinzing the building. 
‘The CDC's meanwhile kept after 
them, not losing them out of sight for 
a single moment. 

‘The Chinese then went to the Con- 
tinental Bank Building at 359 Non- 
King Road and there, too, they re- 
mained for about twenty minutes. 

‘After this they went along various 
streets and finally separated in Wusih 
Road, one of them proceeding, to 
Shanse Road, with detectives "stilt 
fon his trail. He was arrested by the 
Aetectives near Peking Road. 

“Taken to the Central station the 
‘man gave his name as Loh, but denied 
having been in company with any 
other man. After more questioning, 
however, he gave in and implicated 
two others. 

‘Working on information thus ob- 
tained, several detectives went to 100 
Yates’ ‘Road ‘where they found 
another man, Tseu. He was arrested, 
while two’ pistols were found 
when the room was searched. 
The party proceeded to Lane 
G2 House 23 in Hart Rosd\where the 
third member of the gang, one nomed 
Lee, was found and. arrested. 
room was also searched by the de~ 
teetives and one small black auto- 
matie pistol, with one magazine co 
taining three rounds of ammunition, 
was found. The policemen also. 
seized one “Vickers Vanguard” shot~ 
gun with its barrel sawn off and one: 
cartridge. 

"These two men were also taken to 
the ‘station for further questioning. 
Although mo confessions had been 
‘made by the trio, detectives believed 
the men to be bank robbers and that 
the two watched by the alert C.D.C. 
were out looking for the next place 
to rob. Thus, the vigilance of two 
Chinese detectives may have averted. 
‘an armed crime. 

"The errested men will appear be- 
fore the First Special Distriet Court 
this morning, but it is understood 
that the Police will ask for the case 
to be remanded to conduct further.

Downtown Shooting 


Affair 
Shanghai, Dee, 29. 

Another shooting believed to be 
motivated by political reasons 
‘occurred yesterday morning outside 
the Grand Hotel on Yu Ya Ching 
Road when a Chinese suspected of 
being a leader of a political party 
was shot and seriously wounded by 
‘an unknown gunman who eluded 
‘capture, 

‘The shooting occurred at about 
950 am. when the vietim had left 
the hotel where he was staying, He 
was shot from behind and collapsed 
in a heap. The unknown assailant 
mingled with the crowd which 
gathered and escaped before the 
arrival of the police. 

Detectives from the Louza station 
were sent to the scene of the rime

‘After a very careful ‘review of 
all factors involved the S.MLC. has 
decided {0 authorize the raising of 
the minimum passenger fare of 
public rickshaws from. 10 to 15 
cents by distance and from 60 to 
90 gents per hour a Counell spokes: 
man révenled yesterday. The inercase 
of the pullers’ contribution to. the 
Pullers’ Mutual “Aid Assoeiation 
from 7 cents to 12 cents per rick~ 
shaw per day, and the raising of 
the maximum’ rickshaw rental from 
98 cents to $1.40 per day (including 
pullers’ contribution of 12 cents to 
the Pullers’ Mutual Aid Associa 
tion), ‘These increases will be effec 
tivo from January 1. 

Studies undertaken ‘by the Indus 
lwial and Social Division on three 
Separate occasions during the past 
Atleen months show. clearly "the 
enpacity of the pullers to inerease 
their gross carnings as the cost of 
living rises, ‘Taking this into ae- 
count and having regard to the fact 
that costs of materials for upkeep 
of vehicles have greatly increased, 
the Couneil fecls that an increase

Shanghai, Des. 30. 
‘A number of owners of small river 
‘eraft have obtained permission from 
the local Japanese naval authorities 
to operate their vessels outside Kiang. 
st waters. patrolled by local naval 
units, it was learned yesterday. Al- 
‘though the waters concerned do not 
‘extend beyond Hangehow Bay a num- 
ber of smaller eraft recently navigat- 
ed the waters and safely landed car- 
‘noes and passengers in Wenchow 
after negotiating the numerous is- 
ands adjacent to this port, which 
fs still in the hands of the Chinese 
forces, Wenchow rose to prominence 
aflor “the Sino-Japanese hostilities 
and the introduction of shipping re- 
strictions affecting larger ports, and 
in the heyday of the coastal 
ping boom was one of the best ports 
of all. 

According {0 well informed ship- 
ping circles a tentative arrangement 
hasbeen reached between the ship- 
owners and the Japanese naval au- 
thorities concerned for vessels to 
navigate outside Kiangsu waters upon 
payment of certain charges, without 
any stipulation regarding aciual ports 
of call, 

Anchored ‘Till Dusk 

Following the conclusion of a ver- 
‘val accord with the authorities several 
vessels recently mode the journey to 
the islands outside Wenehow where 
they weighed anchor and waited {ill 
dusk before discharging their cargo| 

id passengers into flat-bottomed 
oats which safely landed in Wen- 
chow. ‘The difficulties of enforcing a 
‘strict blockade on Wenchow became 
‘apparent as a result of its inaeces- 
sibility to deep sea craft and the 
numerous Chinese forts in the vari-

the perilous waters between the 
islands. 

Shippers recently were reported to 
have paid freight rates as high os

earned, as the owners of the larger 
boats have decided that discretion 
is the belter of valour, and kept 
their boats idle in port, being 
apprehensive of their seizure or other 
consequences owing to the rigours of 
the Japanese coastal shipping ban.

Ship- 
ping speculators are reported to have 
aid as much as $30,000 to $40,000 to 
‘owners of small erafts for each trip 
charter to Wenchow.

Sin Does Hitler in these days still 

remember his old friend the "Ritt- 
meister” (eaptain of the cavalry) 

Roland Strunk and the warnings that 
‘were sent about five years ago to the 
Gorman government?’ 

‘The frst time that T heard the name 
of Roland Strunk was in December, 
1035, of January, 1936, in Diredawa 
(Abyssinia). A young French 
diptomat asked mo if T knew that 
man, and as T answered that 1 had 
never heard of him, the diplomat told 
me that Roland Strunk’ was an ex: 
officer in the German army and a war 
correspondent for the “Vélkischer 
‘Beobachter,” Hitler's own newspaper. 
We was with the Taian northern 
army and wrote prelly kind articles 
‘about the war and the Italian soldiers, 
‘At the same time, however, he sent 
seeret roports to the German govern 
‘ment with very bad opinions about 
the’ allan army and the fighting 
power of the Italian soldiers, T war 
too courteous to ask the ' French 
diplomat how he knew that. That 
would be another story. y 

‘After the flight of Emperor Haile 
Selassie and the complete defeat of 
the Abyssinian warfors, T returned 
to Djibouli, and there 1 met the war 
correspondent Roland Strunk, In the 
sulte of Marshal Badoglio, he had ai 
rived in Addis Ababa and stayed 
there some days. One day the 
Htallans honoured ‘him with a very 
Nigh’ decoration, ‘That was in the 
‘morning, and in the afternoon of the 
same day Roland Strunk was expelled 
by the Halians. In the meantime the 
Hallans had heard about the unfavour- 
able secret reports about the Hation 
army to the. German government. 
How was this possible? T presum 
that there was betrayal on the Ger 
man side, 

_ Th Djibouti, Rotand Strunk waited 
fora ship to return to Europe, and 
‘every evening we were together on 
the {errace of one of the Greek hotels 
‘on the Place Menelik, where tho dark- 
‘ness was more terribly hot than the 
daylight, Most of the time we were 
three. ‘The third man was also 
German, the "Rittmeister” E., who, 
ag had Roland Strunk, had fought in 
the Groat War as an aviator, Between 
the {wo Germans was a difference, 
Roland Strunk was an authentic Nazi, 
Rittmelster EB, was antl-Nazi, and 
several times a night they quartelled, 
‘Thon I appeased them, saying 
“Gentlemen, this terrible elimate is 
not a climate for polities, nor oven 
for beer, whieh is ina short time 
spoiled here,” they laughed, and 1 
began to speak about other things. 

But these two Germans were 
enthusiastically of one opinion when 
thoy. talked (not favourably) about 
the Tatiang and the allan army. T 
remember one night that Roland 
Strunk said: “T know the Tallans 
from the last war. They were bad 
soldiers, Now they shout still louder 
and they ate still worse soldiers than 
they were in 1915. And the moment 
Germany trusts the Hallans and goes 
together with Italy, Germany is 1 

Rillmeistor E, deemed it necessary 
to worn Roland Strunk: "You know 
1am completely of your opinion, tit 
You must be careful about uttering 
this opinion. We do not know how 
international relations will develop 
Porhaps in Berlin thoy wish an 
alliance with Tlaly, and your opinion 
‘will then not be Well received.” 

Roland Strunk burst out: “1 wrote 
the same opinion In my. reports to 
Berlin, and’ T need not ve careful. 
because my Fuhrer is also. my best 
friend. 

That evening Roland Strunk went 
carly to his room because he had 
to wrile some letiors, and Rittmeister. 
E, and T walked a fittle and visited 
the famous dar “Au Palmier en Zine” 
where there is in the main Yom a 
palm tree of zine. Riltmeister E, was 
thoughtful, Hud he a presentiment? 
‘Then he said pensively, "It would 
be better if Roland Strunk were more 
cautious in his expressions. If his 
opinions do mot agree with the 
projects of Borlin, it might be possi- 
bie that he would be made to disap- 
pear." 

“Disappear?” T asked, 
mean that they would 
prison oF murder him?" 

Rittmesiter E. laughed sadly and 
answered, "IL “is an ugly" word 
‘murder’, ‘but in Berlin they are 
very clever in handling people who 

re not agreeable {o the men in 

power: 

This conversation took place in 
une 1036, and T almost forgot abo 
it tin October 1937. 1 was then in 
Bombay and read there in the papers 
that Roland Strunk had been killed 
ina duel in the woods of Teplin, 
jorth-west of Berlin. Roland Strunk 
had “been heavily insulted, and, 
therefore, a duel had to be’ fought 
fut wider the severest conditions. 
Roland Strunk shot first, and missed. 
is opponent wounded him with a

And Japanese Rules

Sm—I see from the papers that a 
number of “sportsmen out shooting 
‘on Sunday had their guns confiseated 
by the Japanese Military because 
they were shooting in prohibited 
zones, Well, they have only them- 
Selves fo Blame, 

‘When T received my permit 1 re- 
ceived a map of the ‘territory in 
which shooting is permitted. This 
map is also printed on the back of 
the hunting permit, together with the 
rules in English of the penalties in- 
‘curred for infraction of such rules, 
fone of which is confiscation of guns 
for hunting in prohibited areas. 
Pleading ignorance is no excuse, 

It Is quite clear to me that if one 
desires 10 shoot in the western area, 
he must proceed as far as Chipso up 
the Hunkjao Road before he can 
shoot, and then must hunt out, not 
bback ‘towards Shanghai, 

Now the Minghong Road: Alt 
‘country on the left of the road going. 
to Minghong i prohibited, this is 
shown as clear as possible on the 
permit. 

Last Sunday I made a tour of both 
roads and saw dozens of sportmen 
ignoring the zone regulations on both 
roads. The fact is that the nearer 
fo Shanghat the better the hunting 
There Is more cover and feed and 
the birds are packing in to the nearer 
areas which are debarred, 

T now appeal to all brother sport- 
men to play the game and stick to 
the areas where hunting is per- 
mitted. If this is not done nobody 
ean blame the Japanese authorities, 
should they withdraw the present 
privileges and so penalize the whole 
of the shooting fraternity for the 
sake of a few stupid, 
mean people who wilfully or other- 
wise insist on hunting where they 
‘should not be. 

T have shot in China for the past 
thirty years, and it gives me unalloy~ 
ed joy to ayain be able to get out 
with my gun and dogs, even if game 
fs searce in the permitied areas, T— 
and Tam sure true sports will agreo 
am not interested in huge bags, 
like to see my dogs work, T like to 
‘match my wits against the cunning 
China pheasant, T love the fresh air 
and exereise, az you must all do who 
‘are true sportsmen. Do not spoil 
this glorious privilege.

‘Troops in War: 
Advantage of Seasoned Men 


To the Editor of. the 
“Nowmi-Cunxa Dart News" 

Sm—In the last seven months 1 
have ‘pondered often ona question 
which had already oceupied my mind 
any years ago, a question which 
is not treated. in the many books 
written by British, French, German, 
Russian and “other generals about 
‘the war of 1914-1918, Tt concerns the 
aifference in value’ between troops 
who have already been under fire 
and those for whom the yeim reality 
of war Is new, 

In 1914-1018 the facts were striking. 
‘The war began between Austria and 
Serbia, For the Austrians the war 
‘was a’new experience; the Serbians 
hhad carried on in 1912 and 1913 the 
two Balkan wars, and the mighty 
Austrian army could do almost noth- 
ing against the small Serbian army. 
‘The Serbians evacuated their capital, 
Belgrade, on the frontier of the 
country,’ but they eft there one 
battalion to cover the yetreat, That 
Jone battalion fought Tor. several 
days against some Austrian divisions, 
and then retired quietly. At the end 
of 1914 the Serbians were even able 
to retake Belgrade, 

In Western’ Europe the fghting 
began between Belgians and Germans, 
‘This bottle on Meuse T witnessed for 
4 time as a war correspondent. ‘The 
Germans were much better “armed 
nd trained than the Belgians, who, 
however, resisted, the first day 
Wittle “hesttatingly,” and for. the first 
days the Germans also were not 
sure of themselves, Belgians and Ger- 
mans saw war for the first tim 

Before superior forces the Belgians 
had to rotire behind. the fortresses 
of Antwerp, The bulk of the Germans 
marched to France, and these Ger- 
‘man troops, ‘with more or less war 
experience, defeated the fresh French 
troops at’ Charleroi. About three 
weeks afterwards the French soldiers, 
who had been’ in the meantime 
hardened to war, fought the vietory 
of the Marne, 

In tho Int! days of September, or 
the first days of October 1914,’ the 
Germans | began the , attack’ on 
Antwerp. The fortresses’ of that eity 
could not resist the heavy artillery 
‘ot the Germans, who came in 
superior power. ‘The danger cxisted 
that the retreat of the Belgian field 
frmy, which was also” within 
Antwerp, would be eut off, ond the 
Hero-King Albert ordered the evacuin: 
tion of Antwerp by his fleld army. 

During the last days of the fighting 
1 was in Antwerp, and I saw the 
Belgian fold army’ set over to the 
western banke of the Seheldt, 

I loft Antwerp the day before the 
Germans entered, a day on whieh 
the clty itself was heavily bombarded, 
and returned tothe Netherlands, 
where I, from a border town, wired 
my reports to my newspaper (the 
“Nicuwo Rotterdamsche Courant”). 
‘The following day T was In West 
Belgium, Ghent, Bruges, and witnessed 
‘the retreat of the Bolgion field army 
‘nd the heroie fighting of ite rear- 
muard. 

‘The battle of the Ysor began, Sixty 
thousand tired but not disheartened 
Belgian troops had to ‘resist. some 
hundred thousand fresh Germans, 
who tried to break through to Calais. 
‘They did not succeed. 

‘Tho Belgians had inundated the 
terrain, but T boliove it was not only 
the inundation which prevented the 
Germans yelling into. Calais. The 
German troops with war experience 
wore at that time fighting, in France: 
the German troops who attacked the 
‘Yser line were mostly fresh troops— 
too fresh, They were doubtless fine 
soldiers, but they did not. yet know 
the “song of bullets and balls.” ‘The 
(60,000 tired Belgian soldiers had, in 
more than two months? hard fighting, 
become soldiers with wat experience, 
Certainly there were other factors 
in ‘that battle, but we must. not 
forget that one, 

In 1915, Maly declared war on 
Austria. ‘The Austrians had already 
learned “the song of the balls and 
the bullets" and the Talinns, without 
that experienee, lost batlte’ after 
battle, “British ‘and. French . troops 
‘arrived {0 support the Italians, and 
‘only after these troops “had. been 
mixed up with the Talians ‘was the 
Austrians’ vielorious mareh stopped. 

In 1916 Rumania eaine into, the 
War. The Rumanian soldiers, seithout 























war experience "(the Timanians 
hardly fought in the first and’ second 
Balkan wars), were "very 





finished by the Gerinans 
(ions who had already 
war for two" years. 
When ‘Turkey came into the war, 
the Turkish soldiers ad lrendy bad 
@ very hard war experience, because 
hey had really fought inthe first 
amd second Balkan wars, and at the 
Dardanelles they were ‘worthy ope 
ponents of the British and French, 
And now this war, World War 1 
‘Undoubtedly Hfitler himself has 
hhad a great influence on the eotudtet 











military academy, ‘but he was in 
‘another academy. that of real war— 
World War I. He is a man. with 
brains and he" learned much at the 
front—the psychology of the soldiers, 
the difference between soldiers who 
have war experience and those who 
have not, and this knowledge he has| 
ised. In’ his tast discourse he sald 
that he had had 22 non-commissioned 
officers of the last war appointed 
Benerals. 

‘The war began in Poland. Hitler 
sent there many thousands of the 
oldest soldiers who had been in the 
War of 1914-1018. These soldiers were 
‘mixed up with young men who had 
yet to undergo the baptism of fire, 
which was made much easier for 
‘the young soldiers by the presence 
of, the vetorans, 

‘The Polish army consisted (as did 
the British, “French and Belgian 
armies) only of 5-10 per cent of| 
soldiers with war experience. The 
German army in Poland hed at least 
20-90 per cent, veterans. 

‘The Germans went Into Poland 
with overwhelming. man-power, It 
‘seems to have been Hitler's intention 
fo give as many young soldiers as 
possible war experience in Poland, 
where the Germans could be sure 
‘of vietory. That was in September 
1939, 

In the carly spring of 1910 Hitler 
began his attack on ‘Norway. He sent 
there part of the soldiers who had 
already fought in Poland and many 
young soldiers who could have thelr 
Tirst war experience in Norway and 
thelr baptism of fire. 

‘The moment Hitler began his great 
offensive against the Netherlands, 
Belgium and France he disposed of 
‘at Ieast a million soldiers who knew 
the “song of the balls and the 
bullets." ‘The first attack was directed 
against the Netherlands. 

‘The Netherlands army had not 
been at war for more than a century 
‘and the oldest generals of that army 
id nO war experience, except —per- 
haps some tittle colonial wars—but 
that experience did not count. here. 
‘The best method for a general in 
this ease is a slow retirement, to 
harden his troops to the reality of 
war, ‘This was impossible in the 
Netherlands, not only on account of 
treason, but for the reason that the 
dlistanee from the German frontier 
{o the North Sea is not a hundred 
‘miles, Before the Netherlands army 
could be hardened to the reality ot 
war the country was taken. 

‘Then came the German attack | 
‘gainst the Belgian, French and 
British armies, Tho’ German army 
nad at this moment a big pereenta 

of war-exporienced troops. The 
Freneh, British and Belgian armies 
hhad-not more than $-10 percent, 
war-experieneed soldiers ‘in thelr 
ranks, although the older oficers and 
non-commissioned officers were 
already (by the war of 1914-1918) 
hardened to modern war, even, in 
fa smaller degree to acroplanes ‘and 
tanks, 

T presume that not only wax the | 
better equipment of the Germans an 
influence on the issue of the’ Battle 
of Franco, but also this difference 
In war experienee, and 1 wonder that 
‘André Maurois, in’ his book “Tragedy 
in France," does not touch on this 
side of the question, 

‘The fact that the British army 
was saved was of great importanes, 
not so_-much on “account of the 
wonderful, fighting at Dunkirk and 
the masterly retreat, or because Great 
Britain now has some hundreds of 
thousands more men, but because 
those hundreds of thousands are now 
war-oxperienced soldiers. 

‘The Greek army, which we all 
admire so much and to whom we 
allare so thankful, was of all the 
Aghting ‘armies the army with the 
sreatest war experience. The oldest 
‘officers and non-commisioned officers, 
‘and certainty ali the Greek generals, 
have experience of four wars—the 
first and. second ‘Balkan wars, the 
Great War, and -the Greco-Turkish 
war (1923)! 

In Exypt and Libya the British and 
the Italians have about the same war 
experience, for the Abyssinian war 
does not ‘count as a war against | 
European modern-equipped troops. 
‘The Abyssinian war. was. something 
like a “bloody operetta.” wherein 
‘Marshal Graziani sang the tenor part

TRAGEDY OF COVENTRY 
By O.M, Gnrex 


It_scems fairly obvious that Hitler must 
havé tlown into one of his paroxysms over 
the bombing of the becthall at Munich and 
‘ordered vengeance no matter at what cost. 
-Henee the tragedy of Coventry. It was a 
more than usually brutal deed as the Ger- 
mans flew so high to escape the A. A. guns. 
that aiming was impossible. And in fact one 
yathers that the factories escaped far better 
than the rest of the city. ‘The destruction 
of the beautiful old 14ih century Cathedral 
is the sort of thing that only a German| 
would do, 

Coventry will of course increase the 
demand for reprisals of the same sort, And 
as one goes about London seeing the damage 
done to churches and historic buildings such 
as the Temple, one feels strongly moved to. 
join in the ery. But we are not barbarians 
and what the RAF. is doing hurls Hitler 
more than if we blew up Cologne Cathedral. 

For example, Mamburg is possibly more 
bombed by the RAP, than any place in 
Germany except the Hamm railway yards.

But when 
fussolini. ordered his blackshirts to 
march against comparatively un 
armed natives, it was largely due 10 
strong lead at Geneva 
mie. sanctions were partic 
‘ally applied to Italy. 

As we all know, sanctions against 
Healy failed of their purpose, out Mr. 
Eden had at least tried to uphold the 
dignity of the League and the vali- 
dity and worth of the Covenant. 
‘Throughout 1937 when the Spanish 
Civil War was raging and when 
Britain's polley was directed to pre- 
venting the war from spreading and 
maintaining at least a pretence of 
hon-intervention by other Powers. 
Mr. Eden took a leading part in 
working out a control system over 
imports of war materials into Spain, 
Dut it was a system whieh Germany: 
and aly took little pains to respect. 
In November, 1937, Ms. Eden made 
a notable speech in which he de- 
hounced “the highly dangerous ten- 
dency of modern diplomacy to 
threaten, procisim an ultimatum, and 
call it peace.” And he emphasized 
that although Great Britain would 
“eoroperate with all, she would ac- 
cept dictation from none.” 

‘Only three months later—in Feb- 
ruary, 19%2—an immense sensation 
was caused by Mr. Eden resigning the 
Foreign Secretaryship, owing | to 
his disagreement with the late’ Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain's appeasement 
policy, particularly regarding Italy. 
‘Mr. Eden's main point was that be- 
fore any agreement was concluded 
with Mussolini, he had to prove his 
sincerity by acts, because his-mere 
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assurances had {oo often been prove 
false. 

On the outbreak of war, Mr. Ede.

and promptly called a conference 0! 
Dominion Ministers in London 
concert and co-ordinate the means 
resistance 10 Germany.
